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Though we have 24 new medals and related pieces of exonumia this month, the 
newsletter will be a bit more brief than usual. Given that many are still likely digesting the 
“robust” debate from earlier this week, we find it fitting that an interesting medal featured 
here —celebrating the famed political cartoonist Thomas Nast —presents a rather 
appropriate symbol of the times: a donkey and elephant at complete odds with one 

another... 
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This was issued and presented for the Thomas Nast Prize for outstanding work by a 
German or American in the field of cartoons. How much material would Nast have to 

satirize these days? A lot...A lot. 

In addition to this piece, we have a great copy in bronze of the famous Libertas 
Americana from one of the first re-offerings of the medal, struck circa 1980. This elegant 
design always ranks high on the list of collectors, and faithful, earlier generation issues 
like this are as close as one can get to the originals, as those can be rather pricey... 
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The rest of the upload is rounded out by some Wiener architectural types along with a 
few others with intricate engraving, some award medals from early 20th century expos, a 
couple thoughtfully engraved coins, and even some iconography to remind us of normal 
times, like a Ferris wheel...and a nude satyr playing a flute...
